Foreword 


“For  not  like  kingdoms  of  the  world 
Thy  Holy  Church,  O God! 

Though  earthquake  shocks  are  threatening 
And  tempests  are  abroad; 


Unshaken  as  th'  eternal  hills, 
Immovable  she  stands, 

A mountain  that  shall  fill  the  earth, 
A house  not  made  with  hands.” 


At  the  end  of  the  last  century,  pioneers 
from  the  Berlin  Missionary  Society  in  pro- 
gressive South  China  were  sent  to  plant 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  conservative  North 
China.  Here,  in  the  province  of  Shantung 
around  Kioachow  Bay,  these  men  of  God 
prayed  and  preached,  the  Lord  working 
with  them,  until,  in  cities  and  country  vil- 
lages a number  of  congregations  had  grown 
up.  Through  patient  suffering  and  persist- 
ent persuasion,  the  hard  crust  of  supersti- 
tion, indifference,  and  open  opposition  was 
cracked  and  broken.  The  hidden  roots  had 
manifested  their  power.  But  World  War  I 
arrested  this  growth  of  nearly  two  decades. 

Finally,  in  1925,  help  came  from  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in 
America.  With  the  arrival  of  men  and  means  to  nurture  this  struggling 
Church,  a new  era  began.  Schools,  hospitals,  and  congregations  flourished. 
Leaders  were  developed.  Pastors  were  ordained.  The  membership  grew 
rapidly.  The  China  Mission  became,  in  point  of  numbers,  the  second  larg- 
est of  our  Board’s  mission  fiields.  Then  came  the  Sino-Japanese  conflict 
causing  the  outer  life  of  the  Church  to  he  obscured  while  the  roots  grew 
deeper.  Churches  and  schools  were  closed.  The  Christians  were  scattered. 
Still,  Christ  was  magnified  in  the  lives  of  His  children.  For  the  past  ten 
years,  the  Church  has  been  sorely  tested  and  tried,  but  the  inner  growth 
and  outer  manifestation  have  been  a living  witness  to  those  who  “sit  in 
darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death.”  The  present  interest  and  opportuni- 
ties are  due  largely  to  the  contagious  witness  of  Christians  in  the  face  of 
danger  and  persecution. 

Political  uncertainty  in  China  colors  our  outlook  to  the  future.  The 
purging  of  these  difficult  days  will  produce  rich  fruitage  in  the  years  to 
come.  Another  era  of  grace  will  show  the  Christian  Faith  expanding  and 
extending  its  powerful  influence  with  increasing  intensity  into  all  phases 
of  the  life  of  this  great  people.

Historical  Highlights 

1898  The  Berlin  Missionary  Society  surveyed  the  field  in  April,  and  in 
May  began  work  with  one  missionary,  the  Rev.  Adolph  Kunze.  In 
December  he  was  joined  by  Rev.  John  Voskamp  and  Rev.  Wilhelm 
Lutschewitz. 

1899  The  first  school  was  opened  in  January.  In  September,  the  first 
church  was  erected  and  the  first  missionary  residence  completed. 
The  Lutheran  liturgy,  hymnal,  and  catechism  were  translated  into 
Chinese  Mandarin. 

1900  The  Boxer  Rebellion  broke  out,  causing  Christians  from  the  interior 
to  flee  to  Tsingtao  for  protection.  Many  affiliated  themselves  with 
the  Lutheran  Church. 

1901  The  first  baptisms  took  place  in  January.  In  June,  country  work  was 
started  and  Tsimo  Main  Station  was  opened  for  work. 

1902  Miss  Kaethe  Sauer,  the  first  woman  missionary,  arrived  to  begin 
Women’s  Work. 

1903  A school  for  the  training  of  workers  was  opened  in  Tsimo. 

1904  A high  school  was  opened  in  Li  Tsun.  This  was  moved  to  Tsimo 
after  the  war. 

1905  A girls’  school  was  opened  in  Tsingtao.  It  was  later  merged  with 
the  Tsimo  School. 

1906  A small  clinic  was  opened  in  Tsimo,  signaling  the  beginning  of 
medical  work. 

1907  A beautiful  church  was  built  and  dedicated  in  Tsimo. 

1909  Another  main  station  was  opened  in  Kiaochow  County. 

1911  The  Chinese  revolution  broke  out  to  the  hindrance  of  the  work. 

1914  World  War  I.  Tsingtao  and  surrounding  area  were  captured  by  the 
Japanese  who  confined  the  missionaries,  confiscated  the  property, 
and  caused  missionary  work  to  cease  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

1921  Missionaries  resumed  work. 

1922  The  Japanese  restored  the  property  to  the  Mission. 

1925  The  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  took  over  the  work  and 
sent  out  the  first  American  missionaries. 

1926  The  Rev.  Dr.  George  Drach,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  visited  the  field.  A Bible  School  was  opened  in  Kiaochow 
and  a High  School  in  Tsimo. 
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FIFTY  YEARS 


1929  An  energetic  program  of  tent  evangelism  was  begun. 

1930  The  Lutheran  Hospital  was  opened  in  Tsingtao,  using  the  first 
missionary  residence  for  its  work. 

1931  Our  first  Chinese  pastor,  Rev.  Yang  Kuang  En,  was  ordained  at  a 
convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  China. 

1932  The  Women’s  Bible  Training  Institute  was  opened  in  Tsingtao.  A 
training  institute  for  nurses  was  set  up  in  the  hospital. 

1935  Two  more  Chinese  pastors  were  ordained.  Rev.  Hung  Ta-wei,  and 
Rev.  Chang  Hsiung-san. 

1937  The  Japanese  again  invaded  China  and  took  control  of  Tsingtao. 

1938  The  Rev.  Wang  Yung-sheng  and  Rev.  Li  Pei  Cheng  were  ordained 
to  make  a total  of  five  ordained  Chinese  pastors. 

1941  St.  Paul’s  Chinese  Lutheran  Church  was  dedicated  at  Tsingtao.  The 
Luther  League  of  America  had  contributed  funds  to  erect  a church 
and  community  center  in  T’ai  Tung  Chen.  The  building  was  dedi- 
cated in  the  summer  of  this  year.  The  Japanese  opened  war  on  the 
United  States  and  interned  all  American  missionaries. 

1942  The  Rev.  Dr.  L.  G.  Cooper  and  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Malcolm  Shutters 
were  exchanged  as  prisoners  of  war  and  were  repatriated  on  the 
Gripsholm.  Other  missionaries  were  moved  to  Weihsien  for  intern- 
ment. 

1945  The  Japanese  surrendered  and  released  the  interned  missionaries 
from  camp.  Property  was  restored  to  the  mission.  A Lutheran  Service 
Center  was  opened  for  U.  S.  Armed  forces  occupying  Tsingtao.  Mis- 
sionaries Cooper  and  Shutters  returned  to  relieve  Rev.  Charles  Rein- 
brecht. 

1946  Civil  war  began.  The  Communists  captured  our  two  main  stations 
in  Tsimo  and  Kiaochow.  Tsimo  was  recaptured  by  the  Nationalists  a 
few  weeks  later.  Property  in  both  cities  was  badly  damaged.  After 
minor  repairs  had  been  made  the  school  at  Tsimo  was  reopened  with 
500  students.  The  Mission  assumed  responsibility  for  work  in  Shang- 
hai and  cooperated  with  the  Lutheran  World  Federation  in  oper- 
ating the  Lutheran  Mission  plane,  the  “St.  Paul,”  and  in  opening 
a Lutheran  Center  in  Shanghai. 

1947  New  Missionaries  began  to  arrive.  The  Luther  League  sent  a short 
term  worker  to  assist  with  secretarial  work. 

1948  The  Mission  purchased  a large  property  in  Shanghai,  to  be  used 
as  a center  for  the  new  work  undertaken  in  that  city.

The  Lutheran  Church  is  known  in  China  as  the  HSIN  I HUI  (pro- 
nounced shin  e whey ) . Translated  literally  it  means  the  Society  of  those 
Justified  by  Faith.  The  congregation  formerly  worshiped  in  a church 
built  by  the  Germans.  The  present  church  was  built  in  1941  at  a cost  of 
less  than  ten  thousand  dollars.  It  is  today  worth  many,  many  times  that 
amount.  Services  are  held  here  every  Sunday.  During  the  week  Kinder- 
garten, English  Classes,  and  Women’s  Organizations  hold  regular  meetings.

SHANGHAI  LUTHERAN  CENTER 

The  Lutheran  Center  was  estalilished  with  Lutheran  World 
Action  funds  and  contributions  from  Lutheran  Missions  in 
China,  including  our  own.  It  was  used  during  and  after  the  war 
as  a center  for  men  in  our  armed  forces. 

The  Center  has  provided  a temporary  home  for  many  mis- 
sionaries passing  through  Shanghai,  as  well  as  for  some  who 
came  to  Shanghai  when  forced  by  communists  to  leave  their 
fields.  It  has  also  provided  a home  for  our  missionary  family 
assigned  to  Shanghai  for  new  work  opened  in  that  city.

This  is  the  Mission  headquarters  and  residence  of  two  mis- 
sionary families.  The  house  is  on  the  compound  of  the  Mission 
Hospital  and  was  actually  intended  for  the  missionary  doctor. 

The  Mission  has  repeatedly  expressed  its  need  of  a mission- 
ary doctor  hut  none  has  heen  found. 


This  is  a recently  acquired  property  at  Yen  T’an  (Salt  Flats) 
which  is  to  be  developed  into  a hostel  for  Lutheran  girls  who 
work  in  the  large  cotton  mills  in  the  neighborhood.
